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Police helicopter hit 
by budget dilemma

A POLICE force may 
give up its helicopter to 
save £4 million. 

Council Tax payers may 
have to pay an extra 9 per 
cent towards police ser¬ 
vices if Suffolk Police 
Authority includes extra 
cash in its budget towards 
replacing its helicopter in 
2010. 

In the meantime the force is 
having talks with adjoining 
county forces about sharing a 
helicopter. Suffolk is already 
part of a consortium with the 
Cambridgeshire and Essex 
forces in which they cover each 
other’s areas when necessary 

Simon Ash, Suffolk’s chief 
constable, has told the authority 
that work was already under 
way with five other counties in 
the region to examine the poten¬ 
tial options for saving money by 
sharing air support costs. 

The authority has allocated 
£8.6 million in reserves over the 
next three years which includes 
£4 million towards replacing the 
helicopter which came into 
service in 2000. 

Further expenditure is needed 
for new computer software and 
replacement or renovation of 
Ipswich police station. 

Mr Ash said Suffolk received 
the lowest financial settlement 
from the government nationally. 
But the force would be compared 
to other counties which received 
more cash. 

He said: “The decision we 
make about the coming year’s 
budget provision will undoubt¬ 
edly have an impact on our 
ability to deal with these things 
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in the years ahead. We need to 
consider a substantial precept 
increase.” 

The authority will consider 
the options for future funding, 
including the helicopter, and 
recommend next year’s Council 
Tax at its next meeting in 
January. 

There are already worries 
about Council Tax rises next 
year. 

Suffolk County Council, whose 
budget makes up the largest part 
of the total tax demand for 
householders, has warned of 
“continued financial pressure” 
despite receiving an increase of 
7.3 per cent in its financial 
settlement from the government. 

The county will receive 
£155 million from the govern¬ 
ment’s formula revenue grant 
for 2008-9. 

But Coun Jane Storey, the 
council’s portfolio holder for 
resource management and 
transformation, said: “This level 
of settlement means we face 
some challenging decisions. We 
will have to decide between what 
we want to do and what we can 
afford.” 

The county council’s cabinet 
will consider budget recom¬ 
mendations on Tuesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 5, and report to the full 
council on February 19 when the 
2008/9 Council Tax will be set. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil has already warned of a 5 per 
cent tax increase - the maximum 
it can make without facing 
government sanctions - and cuts 
in services.

Grant improvements a 
‘nightmare’ for couple

IMPROVEMENTS to a dis¬ 
abled woman’s home de¬ 
signed to make her life easier 
have turned into a “night¬ 
mare”. 

Theresa Parton, who has multiple 
sclerosis, osteoporosis and Renaud’s 
disease, obtained a grant from Forest 
Heath District Council to have the 
work done at the bungalow in 
Windsor Road, Newmarket, that she 
shares with husband John. 

But they are unhappy with the 
work, done by council-backed 
business Hanover at Home. 

The Partons say they are not 
satisfied with underfloor heating 
installed in a wet room and a touch- 
sensitive cooker hob, which they say 
does not work as intended. 

They also complained the work 
was not completed, with one wall left 
with broken and cracked plaster. 

Following the work they brought 
in their own surveyor who high¬ 
lighted 28 “serious defects” and have 
taken up the matter with a solicitor. 

Hanover at Home responded by 
saying the work was completed and 
“fit for purpose” and that it would 
not reply to any more letters about 
the case. 

Now the couple have called in 
Newmarket’s MP Richard Spring, 
who has arranged “round the table” 
talks with Forest Heath District 
Council, the company and the couple 
in January. 

Mr Parton, 63, said: “At least it’s a 
step in the right direction. Let’s hope 
there will be some satisfactory 
resolution.” 

The work, which included fitting 
new kitchen units at a lower height 
so that Mrs Parton can reach them 
from a wheelchair, as well as the wet 
room for her to wash and shower in, 
was done a year ago under a grant 
scheme. 


Mrs Parton, 58, said: “This was 
supposed to make things easier for 
me. I’m not ungrateful, but all these 
problems are not helping my 
situation. 

“It has been a nightmare from 
start to finish.” 

Mr Parton said although they had 
been assessed as needing to pay less 
than £160 towards the work, they 
could be faced with a much bigger 
bill to put things right should they 


need to move in the future. 

“They have damaged our prop¬ 
erty,” he said. 

A council spokeswoman said: “We 
work in partnership with Hanover 
at Home delivering essential 
adaptations and are very happy with 
the work they have done. 

“We are sorry that Mr and Mrs 
Parton are dissatisfied with the 
service. We will be talking to them.” 


Town gets four new bus shelters 


BUS passengers were given 
a “Christmas present” of 
new shelters. 

Four new bus shelters, 
costing around £3,500 each, 
were installed in New¬ 
market. The scheme was 
organised by the town 
council after complaints 
from passengers. 

But the work was delay¬ 
ed when the council was 
told by Suffolk County 
Council, the highway auth¬ 


ority that new regulations 
required the pavement and 
kerb to be raised to match 
the platform height of 
buses. 

Coun Bill Burch, the 
mayor, said: “There always 
seems to be something put 
in the way of everything 
we try to do. But I’m glad 
that the work has now been 
done and the shelters were 
ready for use before Christ¬ 
mas as I promised.” 


Suffolk County Council 
paid for a shelter in Willie 
Snaith Road, opposite the 
town’s Tesco store. Jockey 
Club Estates paid for 
another shelter in the High 
Street opposite the town’s 
swimming pool. The other 
shelters in Norfolk Avenue 
and Noel Murless Drive 
were paid for by the town 
council. 

The work to raise the 
pavements was paid for by 


county councillors Lisa 
Chambers and Bill Sadler. 

Coun Mrs Chambers 
said: “It is good to see our 
locality budgets working 
for the people and provi¬ 
ding something residents 
have been asking for.” 

All county councillors in 
Suffolk are allocated local¬ 
ity budgets to help pay for 
local facilities which are 
not financed elsewhere.

Patricia Anne Rivers had not 
written poems before the end 
of last year. But seven 
months of “outpouring” led to 
the publication of a 
pocketbook of rhyme - 
positive thinking in simple 
rhyme. 

She hopes to raise money for 
two charities through sales of 
the book. They are 
ThePlace2Be, which helps 
vulnerable children through 
volunteer counsellors in 
schools, and Combat Stress, 
which provides specialist 
treatment and welfare 
services for servicemen and 
women suffering from 
psychological problems as a 
result of fighting in conflicts 
around the world. 

Patricia, of Lark Hill, Moulton, 
said: “While I was compiling 
the rhymes I found words 
coming into my head in the 
middle of the night many 
times and I had to write them 
down before I could get any 
peace.” 

She said she was convinced 
that the rhymes should be 
published when she went to 
the funeral of a friend’s 
daughter who had committed 
suicide. 

She said: “I have written a 
pocketbook of rhyme 
because I want to make a 
difference - because I care.” 

More than 50 copies of the 
book have been sold so far.

Residents say factory plan 
still ‘too close’ to houses 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build a factory are set for 
approval despite continued 
opposition from people 
living nearby. 

Work on the building was halted 
in August after people living near 
the site, off Studlands Park Ave¬ 
nue, Newmarket, complained that 
trees had been bulldozed without 
permission. 

Council planners ruled that the 
developer, Parkway Construct MK 
Ltd, had broken an agreement to 
submit landscaping proposals 
before starting work on the factory 
which currently has no prosp¬ 
ective tenant. 

Now Forest Heath District 
Council planning officials are 
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suggesting that revised plans, 
submitted by landowners Cl 
Industries, are acceptable. 

The 200ft factory unit is now set 
to be sited further from the edge of 
Studlands Park Avenue. 

But people living in Vincent 
Close on the nearby Studlands 
Park housing estate are still con¬ 
cerned the building will over¬ 
shadow their homes. They are also 
worried about noise from the 
factory. 

Gordon Hall, a former town 
councillor who lives in Vincent 
Close, said: “It seems crazy to have 
a factory that close to residential 


properties. They have made a step 
in the right direction by moving it 
further away. But it’s still too 
close.” 

He said that new trees and 
bushes should be planted before 
building work starts again. 

Newmarket Town Council origi¬ 
nally supported the residents and 
opposed the scheme. 

But it has since agreed that the 
new proposals are acceptable if a 
new fence and new trees and 
bushes are planted before work 
begins. 

The district council’s planning 
committee is being recommended 
to grant permission at its next 
meeting on January 2. 

The company is proposing a 2.4- 
metre palisade fence along 


Studlands Park Avenue with new 
trees and bushes to be planted in 
the “first available” planting 
season. 

Planning officer Sarah Drane 
said the new factory, which will 
have road access from Oaks Drive, 
is in an area earmarked for 
business and industrial develop¬ 
ment. 

Permission was previously 
granted for an industrial unit on 
the site two years ago. 

She said: “In this instance, the 
concerns raised by local residents, 
the town council and local 
members have been given con¬ 
siderable attention by the deve¬ 
lopers, and this has resulted in the 
submission of amended plans.” 
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Noisy neighbour ‘shines’ 
in Prince’s Trust scheme 


A YOUNG man prosec¬ 
uted for being a noisy 
neighbour has now 
received a certificate 
for completing a team 
building programme as 
part of a Prince’s Trust 
scheme. 

Mark Ellis, 19, had stereo 
equipment seized from his 
flat in Mildenhall by council 
environmental health offic¬ 
ers after he breached a noise 
abatement order. He was 
made the subject of an anti¬ 
social behaviour order when 
he appeared in court in Octo¬ 
ber. 

But now he has been prais¬ 
ed by Prince’s Trust workers 
for successfully completing 
the programme which 
includes a community 
project. 
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He was among seven 
young people who received 
their certificates at West 
Suffolk College, Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Each of them had to stand 
up and make a presentation 
about what the course had 
meant to them and to outline 
their future plans. 

The students had to raise 
money for their community 
project - painting and 
decorating a community 
centre in Bury St Edmunds - 
by tackling challenges in¬ 
cluding a sponsored swim, a 
one-mile run, a fancy dress 
street collection and leg 
waxing. 

They also completed work 
experience and helped 


residents at a care home as 
well as patients in the 
rehabilitation ward at West 
Suffolk hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Prince’s Trust workers 
said: “Mark ‘Marky’ Ellis 
was a person who felt he 
could get by in life without 
thinking about the conse¬ 
quences of his actions. After 
almost finding himself 
homeless, Marky had to look 
at himself and what he had 
been doing, and think about 
how it might affect his life. 

“From day one on the 
course, Marky showed him¬ 
self to be a born leader who 
had inspiring ideas and the 
ability to positively influen¬ 
ce others. 

“He shone on the residen¬ 
tial, as he likes to be active 
and enjoyed all the challen¬ 
ges set. He showed how

successful he could be in 
working towards a positive 
outcome, fundraising for the 
community project dressed 


as a cow, taking part in the 
sponsored swim and run¬ 
ning. 

“Marky has a passion for 
music and hopes to get a 
place on a music course at 
West Suffolk College.” 

Another successful stu¬ 
dent on the same course is 
also from Mildenhall. 

Greg Downham, 19, as an 
apprentice working for BT is 
the employed team member, 
working for BT. 

He wanted to develop his 
team work, organisation 
skills and mentoring skills. 

Course staff said he was 
“a positive role model, 
encouraging his peers when 
motivation was low. The 
experience has been a 
learning curve for him but 
he has proved to himself 
that he can be a confident 
leader within the team.”

PRIMARY school pupils were “wonder- 
struck” when two live reindeer turned up to 
say farewell to a teacher who is leaving 
after 16 years. 

Comet and Vixen were part of a surprise for 
Yvonne Batchelor who was leaving 
Newmarket’s All Saints school to work at 
an orphanage in Thailand. 

Their handlers explained to the pupils that 
the reindeer only fly on Christmas Eve. 

“It was a wonderful surprise and the 
children were wonder-struck,” said Mrs 
Batchelor, who has been deputy head at 
the school for about 10 years. 

She received numerous gifts from staff, 
pupils and governors at the school, 
including a camera and a gift token to use 
in Starbucks coffee shop. 

“The nearest Starbucks is three and half 
hours from the orphanage,” she said. 

There are more than 60 children between 
the ages of three and 18 at the orphanage 
in the north of Thailand in a region 
notorious for drug trafficking. 

Mrs Batchelor, 54, who lives in Isleham and 
is a member of the Baptist church in the 
village, previously visited the orphanage 
with her daughters Esther, also a teacher at 
All Saints, and Hannah, through the 
organisation YWAM (Youth with a Mission). 

“It will be very different to All Saints - 
particularly since I don’t speak Thai,” she 
said. “But they are very keen to learn 
English.” 

Donations for the orphanage have been 
collected at local churches.

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Controversial luxury flats 
plan tipped for approval 


PLANNERS have chan¬ 
ged their minds over a 
controversial scheme 
for a luxury retirement 
complex. 

The plans, to build 36 flats 
on paddock land at New¬ 
market, were previously 
turned down by Forest Heath 
District Council on the 
grounds that the scheme 
could harm the town’s 
horseracing industry. 

Now, after hearing the 
paddock has not been used 
directly by a racing stable for 
60 years, council planning 
officials are recommending 
the scheme is approved. 

The proposals have faced 
opposition from people living 
in nearby Balaton Place, off 
Snailwell Road, Newmarket, 
as well as the town council. 

The paddock is the remain¬ 
ing part of the Animal Health 
Trust’s equine research 
station in Newmarket. Balat¬ 
on Place was built on another 
piece of former Animal 
Health Trust land. 

Nearly 20 residents have 
objected to the plans by 
English Courtyard Develop¬ 
ments to build the flats - with 
prices expected to start from 
around £400,000. 

The residents have argued 
that racehorse trainer James 
Fanshawe, whose Pegasus 
stables are next door, could 
use the paddock for grazing. 

They have said that the 
land was originally given to 
the trust to benefit horse-

racing - not for development. 

But the trust, which is now 
based at Kentford, has 
already sold off the rest of its 
land in Newmarket for 
housing. 

Newmarket Town Council 
is opposing the scheme on the 
grounds that it goes against 
the planning policy which 
protects horseracing prem¬ 
ises from development for 
other purposes. 

But district council plan¬ 
ning officers say that the 
scheme does not break the 
policy because the land has 
not been used by the racing 
industry since 1947. 

Jockey Club Estates, which 
is responsible for all the 
exercise gallops around the 
town, now says that it does 
not object to the development. 

The district council’s 
planning committee is being 
recommended for approval at 
its January 2 meeting - sub¬ 
ject to agreement by the 
developer to pay £551,250 
towards the provision of 
affordable housing elsewhere 
in the town. 

The money is payable 
because the company is not 
including any low-cost homes 
in the development. 

The company is also being 
asked to pay £13,250 towards 
health care services which 
may be needed by residents of 
the scheme.

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Council Tax to 
increase while 
services get cut 


THERE will be cuts to 
services and a 5 per 
cent rise in Council 
Tax rates from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County 
Council next year. 

Its leader Coun Keith 
Walters has directed dep¬ 
artments to budget for a 5 
per cent rise - running the 
risk of being capped by the 
Government - because he 
cannot stomach the level of 
cuts needed if the Council 
Tax bill was lower 

It will mean an extra 90p 
a week added to the bill for 
the average band D house. 

Local Government Min¬ 
ister John Healey warned 
that average Council Tax 
increases should be “sub¬ 
stantially below” 5 per cent 
and that “authorities would 
be unwise to assume prev¬ 
ious capping principles will 
be repeated”. 

But the council’s finance 
team has warned there is 
“very little possibility of 
lower increases without

significant service re¬ 
ductions” after the Gov¬ 
ernment increased overall 
funding for Cambridge¬ 
shire by just 2 per cent for 
the next two years and 2.2 
per cent the year after. 

Not only are the rises 
below the rate of inflation, 
but the Government will 
also take £753,000 away in 
2009/10 and £1.98 million in 
2010/11 to fund other 
authorities despite the 
county’s rapidly growing 
population. 

The council is still work¬ 
ing out what the funding 
settlement will mean for 
services and where the axe 
will have to fall. 

Senior councillors strug¬ 
gled to understand the 
Government’s thinking as 
they discussed next year’s 
budget. 

Coun Walters said: “We 
should go for 5 per cent or

Kai is being 
trained to 
be top dog 

A CUDDLY new recruit has joined 
Cambridgeshire police. 

The puppy may not be one of the 100 new 
officers chief constable Julie Spence is 
demanding to tackle an influx of migrants. 
But seven-month-old German Shepherd 
Kai could still be sniffing out crooks within 
months. 

His handler, Pc Martin Lloyd, said Kai is 
showing promising signs of being a 
suitable candidate for a police dog. 

He said: “Kai is too young to begin his 
formal police dog training but, through 
playing games, he has been showing his 
natural instincts and is looking promising. 
At this stage all we are trying to do is focus 
those natural instincts and encourage 
them.” 

Kai, who lives with Pc Lloyd, his wife and 
two children, was donated to the police by 
a family who were finding his playful 
nature too aggressive and demanding, but 
Pc Lloyd saw potential in the puppy.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


l—, Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


□ Send off change of address cards. 

_ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ m Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
[_| unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 



ON MOVING DAY: 


J Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances.

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New target 
pitched for 
gypsy camps

THE number of 
new gypsy and 
traveller pitches 
needed in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire 
looks set to be 
slashed. 

The East of England 
Regional Assembly 
(EERA) has been con¬ 
sulting on plans for 383 
new caravan pitches 
across Cambridgeshire, 
including Peter¬ 
borough, by 2011. 

Suggested figures for 
South Cambs were 78 to 
120 pitches, Fenland 
was expecting up to 
180, Cambridge City 15, 
East Cambridgeshire 
35 and Huntingdon¬ 
shire 20. 

EERA’s planning 
panel has cut the prop¬ 
osed figure to 233 
pitches after allocating 


more in other parts of 
the region. 

South Cambs may 
only have to find room 
for another 59 pitches 
with Fenland 89, Cam¬ 
bridge 15, East Cambs 
35 and Huntingdon¬ 
shire 20, as previously 

The panel’s recomm¬ 
endations will be con¬ 
sidered by the regional 
assembly on January 
25 in Norwich. 

Coun Derrick Ashley 
panel chairman, said: 
“Too many gypsies and 
travellers are on land 
without planning per¬ 
mission and without 
access to basic facilities 
and public services. 

“The panel’s recom¬

In this Never-Neverland, of

The mermaids, in their 
imaginative fish costumes, and 
the Indians, with their fire 
juggling and insistent rhythms, 
put on a good show but 
perhaps even more 
spectacular were the pirates, 
because of the aerial 
acrobatics high above the icy 
stage. 

The whole spectacle is bound 
together by the artistic 
direction and choreography of 
Guiseppe Arena and the music 
of composer Silvio Amato - the 
same dynamic duo who 
brought us the enchanting 
Snow White last winter.

A pudding may 
cost your licence 

MANY motorists have a trifling attitude 
to the amount of alcohol in seasonal 
fare such as brandy butter and 
Christmas pudding, a survey showed 
this week. 

Sherry trifle and Christmas pudding 
can have as much as 2.7 units of 
alcohol in them, with a typical Irish 
coffee having about half this amount. 

Yet people often forget about food 
when working out if they are fit to 
drive, a survey by esure car insurance 
found. 

The survey of 1,014 adults, showed: 

■ About 300 million units of alcohol 
will be drunk on Christmas Day alone; 

■ 78 per cent of motorists will be 
socialising - drinking at least once or 
twice a week throughout December; 

■ 57 per cent will drink in excess of 
three alcohol units every time they 
socialise, with 20 per cent drinking on 
three or four occasions a week; 

■ Only eight per cent could correctly 
identify the amount of time it takes for 
a unit of alcohol to be fully digested 
and leave the bloodstream. 

Mike Pickard, head of risk and 
underwriting at esure, said: “A 
miscalculation could be deadly or cost 
you your licence.”

BURWELL motor racing 
prodigy Oliver Jarvis has 
given himself a lot to live up 
to after etching his name 
alongside Ayrton Senna and 
Michael Schumacher in the 
history books this year. 

The 23-year-old Formula 3 star 
followed in their footsteps by winning 
the prestigious Macau Grand Prix in 
November, and he hopes the victory 
can help him emulate the pair’s rise 
to Formula One stardom. 

“It will open a few doors,” said 
Jarvis. “And I’d love to get into FI. 
It’s the pinnacle of motorsport.” 

After taking the British Formula 
Renault championship and McLaren 
Autosport award in 2005, the win in 
China completes an impressive set of 
trophies for the racer, which is 
bound to be noted at higher levels. 

“They are three of the biggest 
titles outside Formula One and 
GP2,” he said. “Macau is a race 
every driver wants to win. 

“So I’d like to think I’m now on the 
radar of the FI teams, and hopefully 
I will get my chance at some point." 

Even before Macau became the 
highlight of his year, Jarvis had 
enjoyed a successful 2007 with race 
wins on the All-Japan F3 and A1 
Grand Prix circuits. 

“It’s been a superb year overall,” 
he said. “I’m lucky to be involved in 
Al, with the opportunity to 
represent my country. And I was 
pleased with my move to Japan. It 


was a difficult decision to make, but 
it’s helped me grow as a person and 
as a driver.” 

Switching to the Far East after 
finishing second in the British 
Formula 3 series in 2006, the young 
driver found the experience 
enjoyable. 

“I had to get used to the culture 
and language,” he said. “But I 
adjusted well and in the end, I loved 
it. Whether I race there again or not, 
I will go back to visit the friends I 
made.” 

Despite gaining three race 
victories in Japan, Jarvis was edged 
into third place for the season 
overall. “I should have won the 
championship,” he said. “But I got 
caught out by some different rules, 
and my inexperience with the tracks 
cost us,” he said. 

While the former King’s School Ely 


pupil mulls over whether to return to 
Japan next year, he is being kept 
busy as part of the Great Britain 
team fighting for the Al GP World 
Cup. 

“We made a fantastic start when I 
won in Zandvoort,” he said. 

“Things haven’t gone quite as well 
since, but we’re still well placed. 

“We’re 30 points adrift at the 
moment, but that’s a better position 
than this time last 12 months ago. 

“And there are races coming up 
where we did well last year, so we’re 
confident.” 

And Jarvis will make a January 
decision on where to compete when 
the Al season finishes in April. 

“I have a few options open to me in 
Europe and Japan,” he said. “But 
wherever it is, I just love earning a 
living in motorsport. As long as I’m 
driving I’m happy.”
